SAND SHOWER IN MIDOCEAN

Singular Phenomena Witnessed

_ by Dumnlow'’s Ofnicers,

OMvers of the British ship Dunsiow,
which arrived & few days ago, report
having witnessed a strange phenomens
while the vesssl was about 800 miles off
the African coast, One bright, clear
morning when most of the ship's com-
pany were on deck, a light shower of
sand began to fall. It was of a reddish
brown ©¢olor, and Increased In volume,
Within half an hour the nir became 80
Inden with the sand that it was dificult
to distinguish objects a ship's length
distant, The sand was of a very light
composition, much of it drifting on the
alr currénta,

Sume of the sand was heavy and fell
upin the decka, nand so great wos the
downpour that the deck of the ship was
poan coverdd absut half an lhch deep,
The sand shower continued for (hree
days, and ths ntmosphere was so devise
nt times that the sun was hidden from
view,

‘It smelled ke guano,” said one of
the seamen, “and fell so thick that it
was almost stifling, At times we went
about our work gusping for breath.”

“How do you secount for the occurs
rence?" was asked,

“TI'he most plausable explanation Is
that the showers uf sand came from the
Great Sahar desert, [ have heard of
#nd storms In midocean, but this is the
first time It ever came under my ob-
gervation. Qeientists claim that these
storms only occur once every three
years, but why (hey occur at stated
periods s not made clear,

“My opin‘on of the matler is that
they are produeed at any time If the
wind Is Blowing in the right direction,
1 know that they ocour more frequently
than every third year, because 1 read
an account of 4 “torm last vear Veéry
similar In every respect to the one we
experienced.”

John Kopp, serving
until 184, After a lupse of four years
he again ran for state senator, and, io
a memorable fight, Jdefeated John H.
Smith, the demncratic leader, In 182
Mr.Fulton sgain accepted the nomina-
tion, defeating Dr. H, L. Henderson,

In all Mr. Fulton was elected for
four four-yéar terms, but he served on-
Iy one year of the lnst term, 8o his leg-
mlutive experience has -~overdd a per-
iodl of 13 years, In thud time he attend-
#d moven regulnr pessions, Mr, Fulton
wis never a member of the lower house
During his enreéer as state senator, he

needs of the state, and his experi®nce
ponperly fitted him for the exalted po-

Senator Fulton's resignadion
merely a matter of form and followed
